Death sentence given 



MOCKSVILLE, N.C. (UP!) 
- Daniel It. Webster, who told 
a Jury he wa:; a "cold-blooded 
murderer" and would think no 
more alwut killing them tlian ■ 
he did his wife, was sentenced 
tO'dcath-Ttiursday and sald "I 
gotjustwhatldcscrvcd." 

Webster, who had admitted 
to the brutal slaying of his wife 
and asked to be put to death. , 
said, "I think I got a fair and 
Jusl verdict Inthlscourt," 

Tlic slim 51-ycar-old man 
[lien apologized to his wife's 
parents, whom he had 
threatened '' to kill also, and 
said. "I am not afraid to die .In 
the gas chamber tor it 
(murder)." 

After Wcljstcr's guilty plea, 
the jury of nine mon and three 
women tiad the choice of 
sentencing him to life Im- 
prisonment or death In the 
state's Bas_chambor. 

"You'rc'looklng at a cold- 
blooded murderer and if I had 
it to do over again I would 
probably do the same tiling 
_and I don't think I would think 
any mor(r"aboUl"klllinB"yflU 
than 1 did her," Webster, who 
has spent 22 years In prisons, 
toldthejurors. 

Tlie jury deliberated an hour 
and 20 minutes before they 
returned with their sentence of 
death. 



He was the second man to t>c 
sentenced to death since 
capital punishment was 
restored In North Cai\)lina. His 
execution was set for Dec. S. 
but capital crimes carry an 
automatic -appeal to the Slate 
Supreme Court, so It will l>e 
months before his (ate is 
definite. 

Gladys Boauchnmps 
Webster, 5S, was killed in Hie 
kitchen ol her parents' home 
on July 2G. Webster calmly 
described the gory details of 
her death - how he hit her In 
the head with an ax. choked 
her and cut her throat. 

"I ain't never seen anylwdy 
like him." said Major 
Beauchamps.' the Bl-year-old 
father of tlio dead woman. 

Beauchamps said Wel>ster 
had become oliscsscd with the 
case of Gary Gilmorc. who 
confessed to murder In Utah 



and got his wish to lie executed 
earlier this year. 

"He (Webster) read 
everything he could get hi.s 
hands on alxiiil it (thi.- Gllmnre
